Thirdly, Quere, Can it be imagin'd, That Ireland gains by having Gmineas 
brought into that Kingdom, therewith ro Purchaſe or Exchange for Silver 
(in Lieu thereof) upon ſuch unequal Terms? And if the Conſequences 
hereof cannot be deny'd, why then might not other Commodities Ireland 
affords, be concluded to be carry'd out upon the like Diſadvantage to it ? 
Let. no Body Cavil at my calling Silver Coin a Commodity, for foney 
Paſling in Ireland by Weight, and that Weight for more or leſs, according 
to its Fineneſs, viz, Plate, or Pern : Is not 1t plainly in the Nature of By/-' 
lion, and is not Byllon allow'd to be a Merchandize ? 

Foxrthly, Q:4re, Doth it appear by the Courſe of Exchange in the Re- 
turns of Money to, or out of Treland, that Merchants are ſo Raſh and In-. 
diſcreet in their Buſineſs, as to Govern themſelves by no Thing more ſolid 
than the Vulgar Opinion 2 And conſequently,, is it to be imagin'd that any 
of them are tempted by the meer empty greater Sound than formerly, 
which our Pieces of Mcney make, (in the People's Naming of Them,) to 
bring any Species of /-forey whatſoever into: this Kingdom, upon the pro- 
ſpect of Buying really greater Penny-worths therewith 2 Inſtead of their 
Previouſly computing what Increaſe of Gaineas, Piſpoles, Engliſh-Crowns, ox 
Cobbs, the Produce of what They lay but in thofe, or any other Species 
of Morey, will bring them in, when they Vend the Return for their done)

Eifthly, Quere, What other Way is there of getting Money into a Country; | 


but by the Ballance of Trade 2. If none, then if neither the Merchant over- 
reaches himſelf, nor the Handy-Crafts-Man, or Country-Man are Bubl'd by 
Him, on the Advancement of the Rates of Coin. It follyws rhen, Thar 
the fame Quantity of Goods would have been carry'd out of 1reland, 
and the ſame Proportion of Money brought in to Pay for them, (for Inſtance, 
the ſame Number of Gxineas,) whither Gxineas had been computed betwixt 


them, either after rhe Rate of 23, or 26 5. or ng ? | 

To Explain this by an Example, let it. be ſuppos d, That a Merchant, 
juſt after the Advancement of the Rates of 'Coin in Ireland, carry d thither 
to. the Value of 500 /. in, Guizeas to Buy Beef, -Hides, Tallow, Butter, 
Cheeſe, Wool, or any other Goods, or ManufaCtures of the Country ; how 
if Beef, and the other Commodities did ſtill keep to the Price they were 
at juſt before, according to Tale of Pounds, Shullings and Pence. ,. Hath. 
not Jreland Bought that Gold too dear, fince it hath loit 30 Grineas; that 
is to the Value of 39 /. in the faid-300 7., there being ſo many leſs Gineas 
required now to make up 3oo /. than was before the Advancement thereof . 
for now 230 Gineas will go as far in Tale of Pounds, as 260 Gmineas did 
before ; But if on the contrary it beſuppos'd that every Thing in treland,

many, if any ſuch Merchants to' be' met with; ) but if he adviſely ſtill 
thoughtit worth his while to Buy there, what he wanted to Sell <lſewhere, 
tho? he knew he ſhould not get any more of any Goods Jrelan? affords, 
for his goo/J. than he could have done before the Advancement of the Rates 
of Coin : Why then it plainly follows, Fhat Tre/and would howſoever have 
had his Money, tho' Grineas had continu'd going for 23 Shillings each ; 
Neither can it poffibly be any other way, that we are become thus Compe- 
tently Stock'd with the running Caſh now Current amongſt Us ; unleſs the 


People of Ireland could Buy and Sell to Diſadvantage, anh yet Thrive on.

A Speech made by the Author of this Pamphlet, in the Comitee of 
the whsle Houſe of Commons, when it Sat on Ways and Means, 
Auguſt the 3oth, 1697. 


Mr, C-------,. M-------. What I have to offer to Your Conſideration, 1s.de- 
ſrgn'd by me, to tend to our common Good, and I defire to be Heard with 
Patience, and thac' no unwary Sprint of Mine may. be wreſted to any ill 
Senſe. ' The Subject we are upon, being of a very intricate Nature, and con- 
ſequently requiring to be Sifted into, with all the Plainenſs poflible. 

"Now, that I may Expreſs my ſelf :the more Intellegibly tothe Worthy 


Members here Preſent, I will begin by Applying what hath already been De- 


termin'd by them : and in Order thereto, I beg Leave, Sir, to obſerve to 


You, That notwithſtanding a Member of Our Houſe, concern'd in the 


Coining of Haff-Pence, hath to a Tittle perform'd what he was enjoyn'd by 
the Patent he held under, yet this Honourable Houſe was but t'other Day 
of Opinion, That this Kingdom Suffer'd by the Diſproportion. there is be- 
twixt the Intrinſfick Value of the ſaid Haſlf-Pence, and what they Actually 
Paſs for, tho" they are in Effect but given out as Tickets for the Bencfit of 
Change : And pray, Sir, muſt not the ſame Weighty Reaſon hold nropor- 
conably Gocd 1n a greater degree as to our Gold and Silver Coin, in which 
ſtrictly Speaking, conſiſts the real Riches of all Countries ? 

It is then, Sir, worth our Conſidering, whether the Advancement of the 
ſeveral Pieces of Money in Ireland; tho” (intended for our Good). carries not 
in a great Meaſure the fame Conſequences with it, as the late Clipping the 
Current Coin of England, did in.that Kingdom 2-For it s Obvious, That ir is 
the ſameWeight o Gotd and S:ver,and under theuſual Dencminations of Gut- 
meas, Dacatoons and Cobbs, which paſſeth at this time for more Pounds, 
Shillings and Pence, than formerly : And conſequently this is apparently 
but a Nominal, and not a real Ditterence, 

This Fallacy 1s not indeed very evident by our Home Trade, becauſe 
cvery Budy in Trel/and, unperceivedly to each ocher, raiſes the Frice of what 
he Deals m,, prcportionably to the Valuation of the Coin; and in ſo doing, 
they are all as much cven with one another, as they ever were befcre ;. tor. 
they all Buy and Sell to cne another by the ſame Standard, be it more or

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icſs garniſh'd by the Advanc'd. Rates of the Coin; thav is:toiſap, the ſame 
Gold or Silver Counter, is allaw-d by; alll of thems: to ftand: irv the wap of 
Reckoning at preſent,tor more Pencethan formerly.
